HE ſaid Katharine being Married to Edward Fitz-Gerald Villiers, E{q;, Eldeſt 
Son of George late Viiccunt Grandiſen, Anno 1685. with the {aid Edward, by Fine 
and Deed ſettled her own Eſtate in Ireland, to the uſe of the ſaid Edward for 


| Lite, with Remainder to her {elf tor Life, Remainder to her Sons by him ſucceſſively in 
| TailMale, with a Power in the ſaid Settlement for the taid Edward by his Laſt Will, or 


other Inſtrument in Writing, to direct Truſtees named in the faid Settlement, to raiſe by 
the ſaid Eſtate any Sum not exceeding Twelve Thouſand Pounds Sterling, tor the better 
Proviſion for the ſaid Katharire, and Portions for his Younger Children ; purſuant to 
which the ſaid Edward by his Laſt Will, Arno 1691. did Devile that the ſaid Truſtees 
ſhould raiſe Two Thouſand Pounds apiece for his Younger Son and hi3 Four Daughters, 
who are ſtill living, and Two Thouſand Pounds for the faid Katharine his Wife ; and 


| ſoonafter the ſaid Edward Died, the ſaid Katharine having neither Joynture or Dower 
| of any Eſtate of the ſaid Edward's. 


Helen Counteſs Dowager of Clanricard, the Relift and Second Wife of the ſaid Katha- 
rines Father, having for her Dower enjoyed a third part of the faid Katharize's Eſtate 
ſo ſettled as aforeſaid, the ſaid Katharine, for the Benefit of the ſaid now Viſcount 


| Grandiſon, and by the Advice and Concurrence of his neareſt Relations by his Father, 
| for 4oool. which ſhe borrowed at8 /. per Cert. Intereſt, purchaſed the {aid Counteſs of _ 


Clanricard's Dower, intending the ſurpluſage of the Rents, above the In-ereſt-Money, to 
be a preſent Maintenance for the preſent Viſcount Grandiſon, now Sixteen Years of Age, 


and otherwiſe totally unprovided. 
After which purchaſe made, the Fine, which was the Foundation of the ſaid Settlement 


made in 1685. was by Writ of Error Reverſed ; and thereon the ſaid Katharize , for ma- 


king a Proviſion for the Lord Graxdiſor, and other her Children, is contented, and de- 


| firous that this Bill paſs, which is no way for her own advantage, but purely that all her Chil- 


dren may be provided for, as was intended by the Settlement in 1685. and their Father's 
Will, and to prevent all Quarrels hereafter among them concerning the ſame. 
In this Bill there is a full General Saving of the Right of all Perſons whatſoever, other 


than the ſaid Katharive and her Children, who alone are concerned in this Act. 


Notwithſtanding which, John Bargiter, and others, Creditors of the {aid Edward Fitz- 
Gerald Viliers, endeavour to hinder the paſling this Bill, unleſs a Clauſe may be added 
tO 1t, for charging the Eſtate of the ſaid Katharine with their Dzbt due from him, to which 
that Eſtate is not ſubject, either in Law or Equity. Nor had heany Power whatſoever _ 
to Charge the ſame, otherwiſe than for his Wife and Younger Children, but not for the 
Payment of his Debts. And although itis recited in the S:curity made by the ſaid Edward, 


forthe Debt claimed by the ſaid Bargiter, and others, that he had by a Settlement Dated 


the Day of February, 1685. Power to Charge that Eſtate for Payment of his Debts, 
yet that miſ-recital could not inlarge his Power ; and *tis plain by that Security, that the 
Perſon that Lent the Money, rely'd on the ſaid Edward's Bond, and Intereſt of Ten 
Pounds per Cert. and not of Security of the Land ; having never ſeen th2 D:ed of Set- 


tlement, which was his own fault : and therefore if he was deceived, it was becauſe he 
J Yould be fo, and would not look whether in the Settlement there was any {ach Power. 


. ThePetitioners were heard by their Council before the Committee, who were fully ſa- 
Shed there was no reaſon to put them in a better Condition than they would be, if this 
Bill ſhould not paſs, and to Charge the Eſtate by Act of Parliament with Debts that do not 


_ afictt it either in Law or Equity. 


 Inregard therefore ſuch Right as the Petitioner had, is fully Saved to them by the Sa-
